KILLED IN A BAB ROOM. 


Daniel Archer, a well-know!) Imlter at 


No. 041 Ridge avenue, Philadelphia, was 
killed early last Tuesday evening, iu the sa- 
loorr of John T. Kelly, Tenth street, below 
Callowhill, by being struck on the head with 
a heavy stone-ware pitcher by Augustus 
Boyle, a variety actor. 
Boyle is known 


professionally as flarry G. Richmond, and 
in the aflerrroon performed at the New Na- 
tional Theatre. About half-past five o'clock 
after the performance, lie werrt to Walling's 
saloon, in tbo theatre burldrng, where he 
met Archer, who was somewhat under the 
influence of liquor. Soon afterward both 
men went to Kelly's saloon, where, it is 
said, Archer cauglrt Boyle by the 
collar, 


when the latter seized a pitcher from the 
bar and dealt him a violent blow on the 
head. Archer fell and died almost instant- 
ly. Bojle went to bis home, and was ar- 
rested about seven o'cleck, as lie was return- 
ing to the theatre. Archer wbo was 47 years 
of age, leaves a wife a and several children, 
and Boyle, who resides at No. 1353 Christian 
street has a wife, but no family. The bar- 
tender iu Kelly's saloon says that when tbe 
men came in together, they were apparently 
ou good terms, but in a moment were strug. 
gling, and tlie blow was struck before he had 
time to interfere. An investigation made 
by Lieut. Edgar, of the Eighth district, 
show s that three women were probably the 
cause of the whole matter, and they have 
been held as witnesses. Their names are 
Bella Johnson, an actress, and Mary A. 
Fentou and Ada Diwson, residing at No. 
1028 Wood street. 


—The coroner, in summing up a recent 


case, pointed out to tbe jury that there was 
no evidence whatever that tha deceased had 
come to her end by forrl play, and therefore 
there was nothing else for them to do but 
to return a verdict of " Death by the yisrta- 
tron of God."

They 
i'«WJ not, of course, give a verdict right in 
teeth of the coroner's summing up, and so, 
after a long consultation, this is how they 
satisfied their own consciences and .the de- 
mands of justice : "We find that the deceased 
died by thu visitation of God, lot under the 
most mtspfcious circumstanees.

f. Ollllnprliam Fell, Esq. 


After a very long and tedious illness, Mr. 


J. Gillingham Fell, one of the most excellent 
and useful citizens of Philadelphia, expired 
on Saturday night last, at his residence, No. 
1-lOa W.iluat streot. Mr. Fell was born 1810 
in, Buckingham township, Ducks county. 
The-naines of Fell and (jilliugiwm have been 
known tu Cuckinjiham and other parts of 
the county since the early part of the last 
century, Mr. Fell's direct ancestor "having 
been among a paity of'English settlers who 
came hi! her about 1105. Mr. Fell was ed. 
ucated at the school of John Guiumero In 
Burlington, New .Jersey. 
Leaving that iu- 


stitution in the year 1833 _ when about eigh. 
teen years of age, he went to Beaver Mea- 
dow, Noithampton county (now iu Carbon) 
and obtained employment la the engineer 
corps of the Heaver Meadow Railroad Com- 
pany, then engaged iu making surveys for 
that road, running from Beavei Meadow lo 
Perryville, ou tho Lehigh, six miles below 
Maiinch Chunk. 


This worlc being completed, Mr. Fell, still 


in the same corps, went to Uazeltou in the 
fall of 1S30, where lie assisted in thesurveys 
of the Bazletou Railroad, a brauch.of the 
Beaver Meadow. This woik lasted nearly 
two years, ami in 18JS or 1839, he went lo 
Cuba and passed a year, with his fiienii Dr. 
Richard Wilson, a planter of that isla nd- 
Returning to the United Stales, he remained 
a year or two at Qazeltou, and became in 
1841 a member of the firm of A. Pardee & 
Co., of Hazletou and Philadelphia, which 
became one of moat important coal-operating 
firms iu the State. In 18i3 he came to re- 
side iu Philadelphia as business partner of 
the firm, and this has been his home ever 
since. He mada a Ions visit to Europe a few • 
years ago, and spent part of the winter of 
1815-0 iu the South for the benefit'of his 
health, which had became seriously impared. 
There was no decided improvement, and far 
tbe greater part of the time since then, Mr- 
Fell has been a helpless invalid. 


For several years Mr. Fell was President 


of the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company, be- 
ing succeeded by Mr. Chamberlain, who 
preceded Judge Packer in that important 
post. Having, by fortunate investments,
